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HOW FAR SHOULD THE MONETARY OPERATIONS | 
OF THE EXCHEQUER BE SECRET? | 


Tne great success of Mr Lowe's payment for the telegraphs— 
a success which shows that he is an excellent man of busi- 
ness, and well knows what he is about,—raises, however, some 
serious and almost undiscussed questions as to the position of | 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in the money market, and as 
to the degree to which he can affect the price of public secu- 
rities without anyone’s knowing how or why. Such powers | 
may be good; the present position of the Finance Minister | 
in the money market may be right; but at all events they | 
should be distinctly seen, and now they are not. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer is the greatest banker in 
the country. The sums in the hands of the Commis- 
sioners of the National Debt are practically in his hands ; and | 
they are greater than those which any other banker has at | 
command, The deposits in the hands of the Bank of Eng-| 
land, both private and public, are 26,790,000/; those of the 
London and Westminster Bank are 20,440,009; but the de- 
posits of the Savings’ Banks are 48,537,000/;* so that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is the greatest single force, the | 
largest sole operator inthemoney market. And this is quite right. | 
The nation undertakes the great responsibility of holding the | 
savings of the poor ; it has lost large sums by so doing: if now | 
the Savings’ Banks were to be closed, and the poor paid off, | | 





the nation would lose the deficit, which is several millions. It | 
is only right that in recompense for this great risk and this 
large loss the nation should derive what advantage from | 
these monies it can get, and the greatest of such advantages | 
is that in new operations, especially in new small operations, | 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer is not at the mercy of the 
money market. He is himself a large capitalist. In large | 
operations he of course must borrow on the best terms he | 
can; but in small operations he can lend to himself if he | 
pleases : he can sell old securities which the Savings’ Banks 
used to hold, and can invest the proceeds in any new securi- 
ties which, for the time, he may wish to float. By the aid 
of the poor men’s money, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
comes to Lombard street as a rich man, not as a poor man. 
For the same reason, our Finance Minister is by a great 
deal the largest holder of his own securities. The public 
funds are, for the most part, held in minute portions: accord- 
ing to a Parliamentary paper laid onthe table last Session, there 
are about 230,000 accounts in the principal Government stocks, || 
and the capital being 689,000,000/, the averaga of hold- 
ings in them is only 2,980/; but the Chancellor of the | 
Exchequer holds nearly 50,000,000/. This, indeed, necessarily | 
follows from our Savings’ Bank law. By it the Commis- | 
sioners of the National Debt, to whom such money comes, are | 
compelled to invest it in the Government securities direct or | 
guaranteed; and, therefore, as the Chancellor of the Ex- | 
chequer has so much money, and as no other rich person likes 
to invest very much in the funds, it naturally comes that he | 
is the largest of all fundholders, 
These powers the Finance Minister has in the money | 
market at all times; but in addition to them, and in conse- | 
quence of the purchase of the telegraphs, an extra power was | 
added last Session. Mr Lowe was empowered to raise | 
7,000,000/ “ by the creation of terminable annuities for any | 
“ period of years not exceeding thirty, or by the creation |

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“ pounds per centum per annum capital 
“or by all or any of these modes ;” and, therefore, not 
only is he just now the largest buyer and the largest 
seller of Government securities, but he can create all such 
securities to a most important amount, and sell them on 
the market when he pleases, and without its being known. 
It is now understood that this power of creating stock has 
been exercised to a considerable, though unknown, extent, 
and possibly, though of this we have no knowledge, it may 
have, as the year goes on and the balances now so full become 
less, to be exercised still more. 


Ought these great Powers to be exercised without our being 
able to watch them as we watch other State Powers, and to 
see from day to day what is doing ? In America this sort of 
question has ariser in a much larger and more vital form. 
The Secretary of the Treasury at Washington is not only by far 
the most powerful operator in the New York money market, but 
for many purposes is more important than all other operators 
taken together. It was he that broke the great gold “ring,” 
and it has even been alleged, though we believe most falsely 
(and it is being investigated by Congress), that he and Presi- 
dent Grant were concerned in creating that gold ring. By 
the present American law Customs’ duties are paid in gold, and, 
therefore, gold accumulates in the Treasury. Periodically it 


| is sold and the proceeds are invested in United States’ bonds. A 


large surplus revenue is so invested lisewise, and in this way 
Mr Boutwell can cause a stringency in New York any day he 
likes. He can sell gold for greenbacks, and delaying to buy 
bonds with those greenbacks can lock them up in the Trea- 

A purely arbitrary currency like the inconvertible 
paper of a Government cannot be increased by importa- 
tion. In a country with a gold currency, if a Government 
tried to augment the value of money by locking up gold, 
immediately new gold would be imported, and the rate of in- 
terest would fall in consequence; but greenbacks cannot be 
imported, and therefore the Secretary of the Treasury can 
eontrol at will the quantity and value of the circulating 
medium. He can also affect the value of all securities by 
delaying or accelerating his constant purchases. These 
powers necessarily attach to a Finance Minister under such a 
system. You cannot have an inconvertible currency and a 
surplus revenue without them. But the Americans have used 


_ the only check they had. They compel the Secretary of the 
| Treasury constantly to publish an account showing what he 


is doing. Knowing what has been done, they are therefore 
able to predict what will be done, and the same constant 
knowledge brings the Minister face to face with public opinion, 
and compels him only to do that which he believes he could 


| justify if required.

We are not in the same difficulty as the Americans. The 
powers of our Finance Minister are far less, and we have a 
No one time out of mind has 
suspected an English Chancellor of the Exchequer of cor- 
ruption, and no one is likely to suspect him. But at the 
same time it is a serious question whether all such powers 


_ ought not to be placed under the greatest possible supervision, 
| and exposed to the keenest and most instant discussion. 


People have lately wondered that the funds did not rise ; 


_ generally they have risen when things begin to get better, but 


this time they have not. The reason is now understood to be 


|| that a large though unpublished amount of new stock has 
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been created, which has naturally depressed the price. We 
ought now-a-days to watch these powers more carefully 
than we used to do. A change is coming over our politicians. 
Formerly the “City was one place and the West-end 
was another. The ignorance of politicians about Lombard 
street and the ignorance of Lombard street about politicians 
was curious. Our Ministers were very much chosen from a single 
semi-aristocratic class, closely connected with agriculture, and 
entirely disconnected from money dealing. But now men 


pass from the City to the Cabinet, and from the Cabinet to 


the City. This charmed division is effaced, and it cannot be 


| revived. The old race of public men could not make a bad 
| use of secret powers, for they did not know how to set about 
it; but the rule is passing to men as familiar with the City 


|| as with Downing street, and who will thus have no inaptitude

to keep them back. 

Of all Chancellors of the Exchequer—judging by the general 
character of his mind— Mr Lowe is likely to like secret powers 
least. He is plain and distinct at all times and in all things 
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sometimes a little over-distinct for weak nerves. It would 
lie in his way to give a clear account of what he is doing, 
and the way of doing so would be very simple. An account, 
weekly say, or at any rate at short intervals, ought to be pub- 
lished of the funds of the Savings’ Banks and all others under 
Exchequer control and of their investments. We ought to 
have them before us as we have the Bank of England account 
before us, for they are the accounts of our own bank, or 
of the bank for which the English nation is responsible in 
a far truer sense than the others. This would be enough 
for ordinary times, or rather it would be so if the Bank of 
England accounts were made more complete. The “ public 
« deposits” now include many accounts not the least under 
Exchequer control: that of the Indian Council of itself is an 
jmmense one, and enough to vitiate every inference. It ig 
very common to hear inferences as to the coming in and 
going out of the English taxes based on this item in the Bank 
accounts, which the reasoner would never have dreamed of 
drawing if he had known that the item included Indian 
accounts too. And this unnecessary intermixture is an error, 
There are arguments for complete secrecy in finance and 
there are arguments for entire intelligibility ; but there are no 
arguments for misleading information. If the “ public 
“ deposits” are to mean anything at all, we should be able to 
judge from them how the taxes come in and go out; other- 
wise the information is of no use at all. 


of what he did, we might give him powers which in theory he 
certainly ought to have, but which now he has not. By acurions 
anomaly the Secretary of State for India can Jend in the 
money market, but the Chancellor of the Exchequer cannot 
lend ; and yet the Chancellor of the Exchequer is a great banker, 
who peculiarly ought to be able to lend, and the Indian Secre- 
tary as a rule has little to use but his own money and is not 
a banker at all. Wedo not see why the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer should be bound to buy with the Savings’ Bank 
money securities by which he is likely to lose, instead of 
lending a large sum on similar securities just as the Indian 
Secretary, and so protect himself from loss. A frequent and 
complete account of the operations of the Finance Minister 
would of course include such loans if made, and all creations 
of stock under unusual powers such as those given last 
Session, as well as all the transactions with the Bank of 
England on “ deficiency bills,” which are rarely understood 
now ; and if Mr Lowe would give us such an account, he would | 


make English finance even more certain and reliable than it 
now is.

THE FRENCH TROUBLES, 


M. Orrivier is a Minister of great ability, but he seems to 
be a little in need of the wisdom contained in Talleyrand’s 
old maxim, “Above all no zeal.” He is, at least as regards | 
the enforcement of the law by the Constitutionalist Cabinet, a | 
purist, not to say romantic. Even those who may have dif- 
fered from us when we intimated that it would have been 
wiser not to prosecute M. Rochefort at all for his call to in- | 
surrection in the Marseillaise, would probably agree with us 
now that, after the prosecution had gone off so fortunately | 
and even tamely, and the very light sentence on M. Rochefort | 
(by which at least the Ministry showed its sobriety) passed, it | 
would have been better to enforce that light sentence in the | 
manner least calculated to excite the popular wrath. It was | 
quite competent to M. Ollivier to enforce this sentence for a 
political crime as other like sentences for political crimes have |

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And, in point of fact, by silencing him, the Government 
have not only given occasion for an émeute which, however 
feeble and unsuccessful, has done a good deal to injure the 
prestige of the first Constitutional Cabinet uader the Emperor, 
but they have doubly served M. Rochefort himself. They have 
| decorated him by conferring on him the honour of poli- 
tical martyrdom, and they have silenced his worst 
enemy,—namely, himself. His speeches diminished day 
by day his influence in the Chamber; and now that these 
speeches will no longer be heard, the rumour of M. Roche- 
fort’s powers as a demagogue will probably wax again. It 
| was a great loss of opportunity to injure an enemy by ignoring 
him. It was, unfortunately, also a great opportunity given 
to the violent party to disturb the confidence of Paris in the 
| security of the city, and to alarm the bourgeoisie for the results 
of withdrawing personal power from the Emperor. As it is, 
on the arrest of M. Rochefort on Monday night, rioting began 
Z continued during all Monday and Tuesday nights. 


Barricades were constructed in various parts of Paris, chiefly 
in the Belleville neighbourhood, but were not seriously defended 
by those who constructed them. It is admitted on all sides 
that the Chassepot renders insurrection like that of 1848 
impossible, unless the soldiers should become disloyal, in which 
case barricades would not be needful, for the dynasty must 
fall if ever the army deserted it. But not the less for the 
ineffectiveness of the rioting, it is a very alarming symptom 
for the new Government. One or two hundred men wounded 
| by the swords of the Garde de Paris or the police, and a few 
| killed, may be the total result of the so-called rising; but it exer- 
| cises a most dangerous moral influence that insurrection should 
| again be reckoned among the nightly possibilities of Paris, 
| and that it should be beginning to look chronic. There was 
one on the funeral of Victor Noir. Now there have been at 
east two nights’ rioting on the arrest of M. Rochefort. 
| Coffee-houses and shops have been shut early in the riotous 
| quarters ; cabs and omnibuses have refused to ply; life has 
been lost and wounds given. The shopkeepers have been 
thoroughly alarmed. And all this has recurred under 
Constitutional Government. Of course the inference will 
be, just what the Emperor would probably like it to be, 
thut the Constitutional experiment is not as safe for 
trade as personal government. M. Ollivier’s bold attempt 
begins to lose its freshness and hopefulness. The Democrats 
are enraged against it on the one side. The wavering 
| Liberals, the Conservative-Liberals, are frightened by it on 
‘the other side. Clearly the chance of constitutionally carry- 
‘\ing a Reform Bill which will satisfy the country, and so 
| reconciling the people with the Emrire, has lost way immensely 
| in the last month or two. The experiment has been, we will 
_not say discredited (for we earnestly hope it is not so), but at 


a 


least greatly damaged in public repute. And yet M. 
Ollivier wanted all the help he could get from public 
favour and hope to carry through so very difficult an 
enterprise as that on which he had entered. And it has been 
damaged solely by M. Ollivier’s political purism. It may be 
well to show that he has strenyth to enforce the law, and 
that a Constitutional Government does nct mean a weak 
| Government. But how can he show this most effectually ? 
| Surely not by enhancing the formidableness of a weak dema- 
gogue in the eyes of the people. If M. Rochefort ought to 


|

be punished, the slightest punishment, the most contemptuous 
punishment, would be the most effective. A smiling box on 
the ear is often afar more effective punishment for vain boys 
than a formal flogging. It is well to teach them that their 
impertinence is not important enough to render it worth while 


to take the trouble to flog them. 


Nor is it well to let M. Ollivier’s enemies see, as they must 
we think be beginning to see, that he is as it were, pedantically 
anxious to fulfil all his obligations to the person of the 
Emperor. That the Emperor as the head of the 
State must be efficiently protected, and those who in- 
cite to insurrection punished, may be assumed. But M. 
Ollivier’s anxiety looks almost as if he thought the 

| experiment of Constitutional Government exposed to serious 
| dangers on two sides—the side of the people, and the side of 
the Emperor. That this is the inference drawn from his 
recent conduct is clear by the rumours, —quite false, we be- 
lieve and trust,—of which Paris has been full the last two or 
| three days, that there was real danger of his dismissal, and of 
| the Emperor “resuming” personal power. Of course we do 
not in the least believe in any foundation for these rumours. 
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They were, under the circumstances, quite certain to arise; 
but the Emperor is not a man to try half-experiments, 
and he knows as well as anyone the dynastic stake at 
issue. M. Ollivier, however, puts these things into 
people’s heads, and much diminishes his power with tlie 
French radicals by assuming this sort of punciilio of legality | 
in relation to political enemies of the dynasty so little power- 
ful as M. Rochefort. By the side of the great responsibility |, 
which he and his colleagues ought to have on their minds,— 
that of restoring real Constitutional freedom to France,—all 
small difficulties should be allowed to seem small. If | 
exaggerated they will be sure to suggest that he is 
fearful of an interruption for the greaf enterprise from | 
the quarter to which he is devoting so excessive an | 
amount of precautionary care. Now, it is as obvious as | 
anything can be that M. Rochefort was far less powerful to 
disturb the public peace if left in the Chamber than if re- | 
moved from it. It is also plausible to suggest that if | 
M. Ollivier and his friends regard this as wholly inadmis- |: 
sible, it is not so much from fear of public disorders as of 
some difficulty of another kind,—and, of course, that points || 
to stipulations made by the Emperor. Was it prudent to 
confirm these suspicions by the course actually adopted ? 
Would it not have been far wiser to bave treated M. Roche- | 
fort, once sentenced, as an offender of the least possible im- | 
portance; to have let him choose his own time and place of | 
imprisonment; and to have turned away from him and his | 
treasonable designs to the steady prosecution of the great | 
work to which M. Ollivier had set himself before these unfor- | 
tunate political distractions occurred ? | |

THE IRISH POLICY OF THE LIBERAL GOVERNMENT. | 
Tue single subject of the first debate of the Session was the || 
policy of Her Majesty’s Government in respect to Ireland, and | 
the arguments employed may be condensed into a very few | 
lines. Mr Disraeli and the party behind him consider that 
owing mainly to indiscreet speeches and promises from 
Members of the Cabinet the state of the sister kingdom is | 
unusually disturbed, so disturbed as to create grave doubts of 
the capacity of the Ministry to govern Ireland. In the minds } 
of the majority of the Tories indeed there is an impression, not |} 
to say a conviction, that the state of affairs requires measures | | 
of exceptional severity, but their chief himself, although his || 





| speech led up to the same conclusion, carefully refrained from 


demanding any immediate coercion. On the other hand, Her | 
Majesty’s Government are of opinion that while the disorder 
of Ireland would justify almost any measure of repression, and 
almost makes it imperative on the central authority to suspend 
the liberties which are so misused, it is nevertheless expedient | 
upon the most mature consideration to bear for a moment | 
with evils of admitted magnitude, and persist in their policy |! 
of previously remedying those grievances which the people || 
themselves allege as the causes of disaffection. The real con- | 
test rages around this dispute alone, and the single point which 

sensible men have to consider is the comparative wisdom of || 
those two ideas. Everything else connected with Ireland is | 
for the moment of minor importance. Grant that the aboli- || 
tion of the Irish Church was wrong, that the Tenure Bill to 
be proposed by the Government will be a bad one, that Mr | 
Madden was wrongfully dismissed from the Magistracy, that 
every minor charge brought by the Tories is true, and still | 

the broad point will remain untouched: the Cabinet believe || 
that the main grievance of Ireland is the tenure; they also | 

believe that the tenure can be so modified by legislation that | 

the grievance will disappear or become a small one ; and they |. 
think it wiser to give that earnest of friendliness before they | 

again suspend the Habeas Corpus instead of afterwards. Are | 

they right or wrong? That is the only question as yet | 

seriously before the country. 


We think they are right, and we think so on grounds | 
which will, we believe, appeal to moderate men versed in } 
affairs even more than to men of excitable party feeling. We | 
need not say that the EconomisT is not inclined to consider | 
disorder, and more especially disorder which threatens the | 
very existence of property, asa light matter because it only || 
exists in Ireland. On the contrary, we are inclined to hold |, 
that outrages which, occurring unexpectedly in a very settled 
and regular state of society, might be treated with contempt, | 
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| with even exceptional severity. Resistance to a law such as 
_was practised a few years since on the Welsh border, when 
a Fishery Protection Act was almost rendered null by armed 
bands of farmers, might wisely be punished by the slow 
| processes of the regular law, when the very same acts in 
Tipperary or Cork would require the intervention of the 
soldiers. The severity of law must always be in proportion 
| not to the violence but to the probable contagiousness of the 
| resistance; but there is one marked distinction among crimes 
of the same kind and committed in the same place which 
statesmen will always be inclined to draw, snd that is the 
extent to which they are, so to speak, accidental crimes. Sup- 
pose a sudden and unexpected mania for fire raising 
to seize upon an English county—its labourers, for ex- 
ample, ‘o be seized all at once and out of their own 
heads with the hallucination that the burning of ricks 
will cause wages to rise. Clearly in such a case 
the presumption is always in favour of the sharp and 
_ stern repression,—the more exceptional in form the better,— 
which shall bring keenly home to the criminals’ minds the 
horror which society and their rulers entertain of their acts, 
and the unlimited power they possess to punish them. Such 
a repression frequently revives conscience in their own minds, 
or at least revives that perception of what the world deems 
| right which passion had, for the moment, obscured, 
while it always revives that fear of the irresistibleness of the 
established order, which is the safeguard of society, and 
which must, for the moment, have disappeared. On the other 
| hand, suppese a chronic discontent, a discontent existing for 
hundreds of years, to have burst into a flame, it is clear that 
| violent repression will not extinguish it,—will only cause it to 
| smoulder once more until the next puff of fresh air brings it 
| again before the world. Promptitude in such a case produces 
as little effect as severity, for a traditionary knowledge handed 
| down through generations shows the people concerned that 
neither are very terrible, or will be very enduring ; that they 
| have only to wait and repression will end, leaving them once 
more to their often-repeated devices for securing vengeance. 
This latter is, by the consent of both parties, the condition of 
Ireland. Neither affirm that the suspension of the Habeas 
Corpus by itself could have any but a temporary effect, and 
the policy of those who advocate a permanent remedy must 
therefore be, on the whole, a wiser one. The remedy proposed 
by the Government may not be a permanent remedy, may 
not even be a temporary one ; but it is at least intended to be 
, such, and it must therefore be expedient to try it. It can- 
not be tried if it is preceded by a Coercion Bill. The very 
essence, the sine gua non, the primary condition of such an 
| experiment as a change of tenure, is that the people on whose 
_ behalf it is essayed should have confidence in the benevolent 
feeling entertained towards them by the Government which 
essays it. Without this they will be apt to thwart any pro- 
posal out of mere distrust, and it must be remembered there 
is no proposal, however liberal, which they could not, if they 
chore, completely thwart. Confidence can hardly be looked 
for from a people who see that the very Government which is 
| offering them reform, in the very moment of offering it is 
applying to them methods of coercion which are not applied 
in other portions of the empire, and which, whatever their 
justification, reveal the existence of the most profound distrust. 
The meaning of the suspension of the Habeas Corpus is that 
Government considers disaffection to be so general and so deep 
| that it cannot trust the ordinary processes of law; cannot 
rely on juries; fears that resistance may be too severe even for 
_an armed police. This would be its meaning anywhere, in 
| Thorncliffe for instance; and in Ireland it also means, to the 
heated imaginations of the disaffected, that Government pre- 
fers once more to trust absolute power to magistrates repre- 
| senting a dominant and, in a sense, hostile caste, rather than 
confide in the good sense of the people. No Act could pos- 
| sibly succeed under such circumstances, and the greater the 
confidence of the Government in their forthcoming measure 
the greater would be the unwisdom of defeating it by antici- 
pation. 


We admit that cases may occur in which this argument 
| would not apply. The first duty of every Government, 


| and more especially of every representative Government 
—because being representative it allows violent differences of 


| opinion,—is to “‘ maintain order,”—that is, in plain English, 


to make the law so powerful that nobody thinks he can defy

Ohi ts punishment—they may not deserve it at all, as 
in the case of arising of slaves or conquered persons,—but |} 
because it has pledged itself to all the loyal that it will do it ; 
that they shall not be hurt either in person or property ex- 
cept by due process of fairly executed law. If therefore dis- 
content becomes insurrection in Ireland, or passes the limit 
beyond which society can be said to be protected, there will be 
nothing for it except to employ force, whatever the result 
may be. The past engagements of Government must be kept 
even if the fulfilment of their promises for the future should 
be delayed. But this “ contingency,” as Mr Disraeli termed 
it, has not yet arisen, and decision as to the fact of its occur- 
rence must be left to the Executive Government itself. It is 
nearly sure to act soon enough. There is an instinct in all 
Governments which prompts them to be somewhat over-ready 
in defence of “order”—an instinct based, we believe, on a 
sense of the limit to their own powers, a perception that 
while order is maintained they will know what to 
do, but that if it disappears they may be called upon to deal 
with circumstances entirely novel, and, it may be, beyond their || 
grasp. In Ireland more especially there is a permanent 
temptation to use force. Ireland, like Italy, is “ easy to 
govern with a state of siege,” and has never for six hundred 
years failed to respond to the direct application of military 
rule by an apparent submission. But then as in Italy, so || 
in Ireland, this submission has never been real; has never 
enabled the ruler to found anything ; has never diminished 
in any way or arty degree the persistent, undying dislike of 
the people towards the Government which applies such means,

Our calculation, made on similar principles for 1868, gave 
for that year a margin of 18s per cent. per annum on Deposits. 
It would seem therefore, as is indeed certain on other evidence, 
that in 1869 the higher rates of interest and the more active 
trade have yielded a larger proportional profit to the Discount 
Companies in the employment of their resources. 

It is satisfactory to know that there has scarcely ever been 
a period when the Discount Houses in London were in a 
sounder condition. They limit themselves and are limited by 
the general state of feeling and opinion to their sole and 
legitimate function of intermediates between traders and 
lenders of ready capital, and so far there is no re-appearance 
of the “ financing” which produced the havoc of a few years 
ago.

MONSIEUR OLLIVIER AND THE COMMERCIAL 
POLICY OF FRANCE. 

(COMMUNICATED.) { 
Monstevr OLLIVIER’s speech at the conclusion of the debates 

on the Commercial Treaty in the Corps Legislatif has greatly | 
disheartened the Protectionists. The retrograde party in 
France had calculated upon the Garde des Sceaux adopting 
the same uncertain, vacillatiog language as MM. Buffet and 
Louvet. So far, however, was Mons. Ollivier from approving 
their decrees respecting the acquits-d-caution, that it is 
stated he declared to several friends in the lobbies of the 
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The fact is, Mons. Ollivier, being a very clever, 
intellectual man, thoroughly imbued with the progressive 
spirit of our age, knows well that however certain 
 interests”’ might be momentarily conciliated by a return to 
protective duties, the instinct of the French nation rebels 
against any backward step. The people of Europe are busy- 
ing themselves now with schemes for removing all obstacles 
and hindrances to international intercourse and communica- 
tion; and this is not a moment for Ollivier, par excellence the 
Minister bent on establishing peace on a sure basis, to have 
advocated protection. Whether in objects of ambitious war, 
or in the arts of peace, “/a grande nation * still claims her 
privilege to leadership. 


The reference of the question to a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee was no act of weakness on the part of the Executive, 
as a similar course would be in England. We have always 
been of the opinion that the policy of Free Trade could never 
become rooted in the conviction of Frenchmen until it had 
been the subject of prolonged public discussion. England is 
in favour of Free Trade, because Englishmen have heard all 
that can possibly be said on the question. Quick-witted 
France will arrive at the same conviction when she has 
passed through the same process. We say—at the same 
conviction,—but we rather incline to the idea that the conse- 
quence of what has occurred will be to embolden the aspiring 
Minister of Justice to go forward and assert it to be the duty 
and privilege of France not to follow falteringly in the rear 
of Europe on questions of international trade, but to take 
afresh the lead. The French Emperor has often advocated 


| the reference of international differences to a Congress. We 


have at the time expressed our opinion that the subjects he 
has, with humane intention, desired to see settled by a 
Congress, were not susceptible of this treatment. But why 
should not international ‘‘ interests’ be referred to a Congress 
on the banks of the Seine?

The scheme which he has only abandoned temporarily is 
that of creating a “ century stock”’—that is to say, annuities 
terminable in a hundred years,—into which the holders of 
New Three per Cents. and of Reduced Three per Cents. were 
to have the option of converting their holdings. The pro- 
posal is not to be dismissed summarily, and we shal! expect 
to hear more of it. The following are the exact terms of

| we could suppose possible in this country actually occurs in 
| America, where the action of opinion is moreover not s> con- 
| centrated as here, and there are not the same scvial influences | 
to keep down adventurers. The more respectable Americans | 
are beginning to dread, however, the action of those corpora- 
tions on the Union Government, as well as the governments 
of the States. The Governor of New York, who has per- 
mitted the passage of one of the bills by which the Erie ring 
effect their purposes, is actually the next democratic candidate 
for the Presidency. The Union Government again is largely | 
mixed up with the affairs of insolvent companies. According . 
to a paper in the “ Atlantic Monthly,” by Mr Charles Francis -

The law, he said, enabling a 
majority of creditors to accept a composition and bind a dis- 
sentient minority assumed, as an essential condition to the 
validity of such an arrangement, that it shall be in all 
respects just, and shall not have “ any taint of fraud, whether 
it consists in concealment, misrepresentation, inequality, or 
injustice.” Oreditors so favourably disposed to the debtor as 
to accept terms without inquiring were incompetent to bind 
the others, who take a more strict view of their own rights. 
Generosity could not be practised at other people’s expense. 
Such is the Chief Judge’s opinion. Strictly read it amounts 
to this—that no composition deed is binding which secures to 
the creditors a less dividend than could be paid. The Chief 
Judge, it is true, speaks of dividends “ grossly dispropor- 
tionate” to the bankrup’’s means, but his language is 
sufficient to cover any appreciable discrepancy. One set of 
creditors can have no more right manifestly to release a debtor 
from a penny in the £ on their fellow-creditors’ debts than 
they have to release him from the whole 20s. Possibly if this 
law had been well understood, many abuses which composi- 
tion deeds have covered would have been prevented ; but, for- 
tunately, there is less temptation now under the new law 
to such deeds. We may take this opportunity of noticing 
that the benefit of the arrangement to have a single Chief 
Judge is already perceptible, much of its success being of 
course due to the excellence of the first appointment. 


Casu Terms anp Casn Days.—The Court of Exchequer 
have discharged—somewhat summarily, after the long 
opinions expressed on a former occasion—the rule nisi for a 
new trial in the case of Harrison v. Morgan, which it will be 
remembered raised the question of cash terms in Manchester 
contracts of sale. Their Lordships have decided that the 
verdict of the jury must stand, on the ground that the whole 
question had been fully considered at the trial. The trial 
thus establishes the binding force of the custom—that cash 
payment does not mean cash on delivery, but only on the first 
pay-day after delivery. At the same time their Lordships in- 
timated opinions not quite favourable to the verdict. Mr 
Baron Bramwell said that ‘‘a jury sometimes were apt to 
think that a mere custom was an absolute right ;” and Mr 
Baron Pigott, who tried the case, “that the evidence showed, 
to his thinking, rather a loose custom.”

Agriculture. 
REPEAL OF THE GAME LAWS. 
We have long maintained that there is no change in the game 
laws short of total repeal that will be any effectual remedy for 
the numerous evils game preservation has inflicted on English 
agriculture; and we are glad to see that not only are the farmers 
in various districts entering strong protests against game pre- 
serving, but that in Hertfordshire an intelligent country gentle- 
man, Mr F. A. M‘Geachy, has distinctly proclaimed that the 


on laws require not modification but repeal. The moment 
the farmers act as well as talk against the game laws they will 
be inevitably repealed ; for amongst the town constituencies 

ere are scarcely two opinions on the subject, and when far-

|| mers muster up the will to help themselves in the matter, they 


will be earnestly supported by the townsfolk. 


When we consider the enormous privileges English land- 
owners enjoy, without the slightest objection by the rest of the 
| community, it may be wise on the part of our territorial mag- 
| nates not to enforce and insist on those questionable and 
obnoxious privileges against which the greatest antipathy exists 
in the public mind. Looking at the impending discussions on 
the “‘land question” in Ireland, it cannot be doubted that some 
| of the first principles of land-ownership will come to be some- 
| what freely handled, and itis absolutely certain that some things 
| the landowners, in this paradise of landlords, claim will not bear 
the test of examination. 


Mr Mill, in his “ Principles of Political Economy,” jus ly says : 
—‘ The community has too much at stake in the proper cultiva- 
tion of the land, and in the conditions annexed to the occupancy 
of it, to leave these things to the discretion of a class of persons 


called landlords, when they have shown themselves unfit for the 
trust.” 


This sentence, it is true, was written with special reference to 

the Irish landlords, but the principle is equally applicable to 
| English land, and any impartial investigation of the conditions 
| of English occupancy of land will disclose circumstances which 
| would be held fully to justify a practical application of that 
principle to English land-owning. 


Now game preservation and the game laws, which render that 
eeaed system practicable, form the preliminary and perhaps 
the main obstacle to agricultural advancement. In fact, the 
repeal of the game laws occupies, in regard to agricultural 
improvement, the same position as the repeal of the corn laws 
did in relation to the free trade system, and as the abolition of 
the Irish Church does as a preliminary to the pacification of 
Ireland. It is the essential pre-requisite to the right consti- 
tution of our landed system. 


To illustrate this, we may mention that game reservations and 
game preservation are the main hindrances to leases, without 
which it would be simply absurd to expect that any great and 
pas improvements in husbandry can take place. The land- 
ord objects to a lease lest he should find a tenant ‘‘ troublesome 
about the game,” and then might have some difficulty in turning 
him out of the farm, while the tenant, with a knowledge that 
| his landlord is or may be a game-preserver, is scarcely willing to 
bind himself for twenty-one years to a farm on which a large pro- 
portion of its produce is sure to be consumed by the landlord’s 
pas Again, nothing is more wanted on nearly all estates in Eng- 
dthana number of good cottages placed about the ditferent farms 
sufficient for the accommodation of the farmer's principal work- 
pues yet such cottages suggest to the landlord mind nothing 
ut ible haunts of poachers. Not only economically but 
socially would a proper number of cottages on a farm be good, 
for there is no doubt that more kindly influences grow up 
between the farmer and his family and his workpeople and 
their families when the cottagers dwell on the farm than when 
the workmen come from a distant village, and are regarded by 
their employer as merely hired labourers. 


All this is intercepted by game. Then again, the existence of 
game on the farms does lead in a variety of ways to the 
demoralisation of the labouring class in the countrv. The ad- 
venturers are tempted by the sport—illicit sport,—and others are 
tempted by the prices at which hares and pheasants secretly 
caught can be sold, and so a low moral tone is introduced 
amongst the agricultural labourers which paves the way for ab- 
solute crime.

Not content with a debate of wearisome length on the 
treaties of commerce, the Corps Legislatif has bad a new one on 
the law of 1866 on the Merchant Navy, «bich grew out of them. 
This law enacted—1. That wood, iron, st-am-engines, and mate- 
rials of ali kinds employed in building, fitting out, or repairing 
ships, whether of wood or iron, should immediately be admitted 
into France tree of duty ; 2. That six months after, foreign-built 
ships could be mad: Frencn on payment of a duty of 2f the ton; 
3. That tonnage duties on foreign ships in France shou'd be 
abolished tr m 1+t January, 1867; ana 4, That three years aft-r 
(that is 1n 1869) differential duties on fligs should be abolished 
also, The first two enactments were an important concession to 
the shipping interest ; the second lessened somewhat the exorbi- 
tant prot+c ion it enjoyed against foreigners ; and the last abolished 
its protection altogetver. The Protectionist party saw that the 
agitat‘on against the treaties of comme:ce would be strengthened 
by the support of the shi ping fraternity, and they accordingly 
made great : fforts to per-urde it that it was aggrieved by the 
law of 1866—M. Pouyer-Quertier himself going to Bordeaux and 
other ports to get up mertings thereavent. They sncceeded in 
inducing a certain number of sbipbuilde:s and shipowners at 
Havre, Bordeaux, and Marseilles to sign protests against 
the law, «ani th y, without difficu'ty, got not a tew Cnam- 
bers of Commerce of petty ports to do the same thing. 
But to their mortification the Chambers of the said three 
great ports not only refused to complain of the law, but 
declared themselves favourable to the principle of free trade 
in. navigation established in it. Even the Chamber of Nantes, 
though heret: fore Protectionis’, signed a similar declaration. As 
the Cha» ber- alone have authority to spexk in the name of the 
gener:] interests of their respective communities, and as in matters 
affec ing mari'ime commerce the four privcipal ports of the empire, 
Bord+aux, Nantes, Havre, Marseilles, are alone wor h hearing, 
the P.otectiomst “campaign” against the law of 1866 might 
justly he considered a failure. Nev. r he ess their representatives 
in the C rps Legislatif insis'ed on beimg heard, and they told a 
pitiable tae to th: effect that French sbipbu iders, notwithstanding 
they g:t free of dury the materials they nred, ae being “ ruined” 
by the cov p tition of Engiana, Scotiand, end Canada, and that 
shipo«: ers are being raine. also, inasmuch ag they have not heavy 
export fremhts as the English have, and ca n t carry so cheapiy 
asthey.

Foreign Affairs a copy of a despatch from her Majesty’s Minister at Rio 
de Janeiro, stating that by a decree published on the 24th December, 
1869, the permission to foreign vessels to carry on the coasting trade

3lst December, 1870. 

Accounts from the Fiji Islands, received at San Francisco, allege | 
that English settlers are arriving there in large numbers from Aus-_ | 
tralia and New Zealand to raise Sea Island cotton, which is said to | 
yield enormously. The population of the islands has increased in three | 
years from 400 to 1,800. A petition has been prepared requesting the |

The proposals of the Chancellor of the Exchequer with 
reference to the consolidation of New Threes and Reduced 
stocks and other matters affecting the holders of certain por- 
tions of the public funds, which stand in Mr Lowe’s name in 
the House of Commons for this evening, are in substance as 
follows :—1, the payment of the dividends quarterly; 2, the 
arrangement of the Consol-holders into three classes, so as to 
enable a twelfth part of the dividend-money to be disbursed 
every month ; 3, the formation of a stock terminable at’ the 
end of a century; 4, the conversion of New and Reduced 
Three per Cents. into Consols upon a payment of } per cent. 
by the holder, or into century stock in consideration of 
a bonus of 10 per cent. from the Government; 5, the 
extinction of the various small stocks, either by purchase 
or conversion; and lastly, the limiting of any holding 
in the public funds to sums of not less than 30/, all 
holdings below that amount to be transferred to the 
care of the Post Office Savings’ Banks. There have 
maturally been various inquiries to-day as to the effect 

which would be likely to be produced upon the price of 
Consols by the proposed changes, and also upon New 
Threes and Reduced stock. It is obvious, however, that if 
the public are to derive any material advantage proposals 
would not be made which would be likely to increase, to any 
considerable degree, the price of tte stock to be converted 
into a century stock,—the consideration of which, however, is 
to be postponed,—otherwise there could be no advantage de- 
rivable. The quarterly payment of the dividends will be an 
advantage to some, and may be looked upon as troublesome 
to others; but the fact of the money market being less dis- 
turbed by the change is sufficient to prefer in its favour 
before any mere question of convenience. 

Forrren Srocxs.—The rates of continuation as shown 
below in the leading foreign stocks have been somewhat 
lighter than at the last settlement. This may be taken to 
indicate that the public have taken their purchases off the 
market latterly, as the easy “contango”’ rates are due to a 
scarcity of stock, and the greater facilities which are in con- 
sequence offered to speculative operators for the rise not to 
demand the delivery of the stock they have bought, but to 
continue the operation to the next account. Danubian stock 
has been among the more noticed of the neglected descrip- 
tions, and has improved in price. The delivery of the allot- 
ment letters of the Russian loan has not been followed by a 
decline in the price of the scrip, as is frequently the case ; on 
the contrary a steady improvement has taken place, anda general 
advance has been established in the obligations of those lines, 
which it is understood are to be benefitted in certain respects 
by the new loan of 1870. Charkof Azof, Charkof Krements- 
chug, Orel Vitebsk, and Moscow Jaroslaw obligations have 
all reached better figures.

On the same day the prospectus of the Almada and Trito 
Consolidated Silver Mining Company (Limited), capital 
130,000, in shares of 1/ each, was also issued. The object 
is to acquire certain silver mines now working under the style 
of the Almada Silver Mining Company (Limited), aad of pur- 
chasing the Trito Mine and Reduction Works immediately 
adjoining, situate on the Sierra Madre, in the State of Sonora, 
near the mining town of Alamos. These mines are in the 
extreme North of the Republic of Mexico. 


On Wednesday a new company, entitled the Colombo Gas 
and Water Company (Limited), with a capital of 75,0002, in 
7,500 shares of 10/ each, was brought out.

The demand for 
gold has diminished to a great degree, and although the above total 
was sold, it was chiefly for refining purposes, and a portion now held 
here may ultimately find its way to the Bank, as the continental ex- 
changes have become much firmer. The Ripon has taken 12,100/ to the 
East, and the Main, 34,000/, in coin, to New York. 


Silver has become weaker; the Dutch exchanges have risen, the de- 
mand is not now 80 active, and we quote the price as 60d per oz 
standard. 


Mexican Dollars have been in good demand, but as the arrivals have 
been large the price has remained without any advance. The Holsatia 
brought 232,400/ from New York, the Bremen brought 5,90C/ from New 
York ; the Weser brought 18,500/ from New York; the French steamer 
at St Nazaire 100,000/ from Mexico, on English account—total, 356,800/. 
The whole of this amount has been taken for China, and the Ripon 
has sailed with part, 147,460/. The French steamer also brought 
50,000/ on French account.

55 puncheons Mauritius at 1s 7d, and some Cuba at ls 103d per 
proof gallon, These prices are rather lower than last week. The total 
stock is now 4,300 puncheons less than at the corresponding date of 
1869, but the stock of East India in hogsheads is larger. 

Cocoa.—The stock of Colonial is now chiefly in second hands, Higher 
rates are Gemanded for Trinidad, and 299 bags by auction were bought 
in.
